The head of the Sociology Department of the University 


of Wisconsin explains the prevalence of propaganda at the 
present time in an interesting way. 


There was a-time in the history of this country, he admits, 


when election frauds, stuffed ballot boxes and bribery were 
more common than loyal Americans care to recall. More rigid 
election laws, improved voting systems, higher standards, of 
right and honesty have combined to make any election the 
pretty accurate.expression of popular will. 


The big man with an axe to grind cannot do-it by any of 


the old fashioned methods of predatory interests that want to 
get something out of the .populace have to go to the populace 


• itself to accomplish their .purposes. So everybody goes in for 


propaganda. 


The promoters of a worthy cause turn to propaganda to 


make it effective. The backers of an evil cause do likewise. 
When the two come into direct conflict it is the custom of 
each to accuse the other of=dealing in .propaganda. And the 
public has become to shy at the word as though it were some- 
thing quite new and inclined to be a bit sinister. 


The public safety lies in cultivating its own intelligence and 


caution, in realizing that-everybody with a cause is conducting 
a gigantic educational campaign to til the' world about it. An 
open-minded consideration of the propaganda that is present- 
ed is a surer way to avoid mistakes than is an unreasoning fear 
and distrust of it from'whatever source.
